Parson's 
Story a Lie 


Washington, March 12 — (/P) — 


President T r u m a n 
yesterday 


branded as "a lie out of the whole 
cloth" Columnist Drew Pearson's 
report that the chief executive once 
had termed New York Jews dis- 
loyal. 


Pearson, whom the president did 
nol idenlify by name, insisted later 
Ihat his version was "all loo ac- 
curate." He added: 


"Bul I'm glad the president has 


now reconsidered his intemperate 
words." 


Mr. Truman opened his 
news 


conference with the denial and said 
his remarks could be quoted direct- 
ly, a departure from usual pro- 
cedure. 


He told the reporters to read the 


New York Mirror to find out about 
the column. The newsmen heard 
Ihe president use the term "gossip 
paper," but the word "gossip" was 
omitted in this official White House 
version of his remarks: 


"Firsl, I want to pay attenlion lo 


a vicious slatemenl lhal was made 
by a columnisl in a New York 
paper, in which he said I had made 
Ihe slalement here lo an edilor of 
a New York paper lhal Ihe Jews 
in New York were disloyal. 


''I had thought I wouldn't have 


to add another liar's star lo that 
fellow's crown, but I will have to 
do it. That is just a lie out of the 
whole cloth. That is as emphalic as 
I can pul it."

"Presidenl Truman was talking

Scripture: Ephesians 5:6-21 
By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 
The passage chosen for our les- 


son, 
ending with Ephesians 5:21, 


.eaves out, perhaps discreetly, the 
verses which follow in which Paul 
admonishes wives to submit them- 
selves to their husbands "as unto 
the Lord." Of course Paul 
had 


already counseled the Christians 
;o submit themselves "one to an- 
other in the fear of the Lord." The 
njunction concerning wives might 
lave substantial warrant if hus- 
Jands were equally enjoined to give 
due respect and submission to their 
wives. 


However, this may be one basic 


sphere in which character counts, 
and in which the worth of Chris- 
tian character is increasingly and 


reatiy needed in home and fam- 


ily life. It seems incredible, but 
ane third of the marriages in the 
U.S. 
are now ending in divorce. 


Though this low state has not been 
reached in Canada, divorces there 
lave greatly increased. 


This situation in Canada 
may 


ae due to the fact that legal bar- 
riers to divorce until recently were 
almost prohibitive. Absence of di- 
vorces may not in itself have im- 
plied a belter home life and super- 
ior marital happiness. But I think 
the operation of religious restraints 
nave been greater in Canada than 
in the U.S., where civil marriage 
ceremonies and a secular 
view 


of marriage have become 
much 


more common. 
This is a temperance lesson, and 


temperance is a large factor in this 
matter of good homes and happy 
marriages. Tempcrence in its lar- 
gest aspect means restraint and 
self-control. 
It is perhaps best ascribed in the 


good New Testament word "for- 
bearance." Tempers do not neces- 
sarily have to be bad or evil to 
bring trouble into home life. Ex- 
tremes of egotism, or of stubborn- 
ness, of determination to have one's 
own way, of lack of consideration 
for others can often prove as dis- 
astrous. 


Paul speaks in this passage of 


the "fruit of the Spirit," and else- 
where he is more specific in tell- 
ing what this means. "The fruit 
of the Spirit," he says (Galatians 
5:22-23), "is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, 
gentleness, 
goodness, 


faith, meekness, temperance." 


Against these, he says, there is 


no law.
